You are evidently aware of the fact 
by this time of my journey across aud 
rapid transfer to a regular regt. 

My job eamc to an end wlien I found 
this regt. It is now up to me to start 
over. In all my soldiering for Uncle 
Sam, I have always tried to do right 
and have had no trouble getting on. 
My willingness to learn and take or- 
ders from my superiors is the maiu 
reason why in -four months' time I 
am fit for the trenches. I can safely 
say that most of tbe men that went in 
the army with me are still training 
in some camp in tbe U. S. or far be- 
hind the lines here. I would like to 
tell you where I am, but censors are 
still on the job. You can tell Seymour 
that six months' training at Devens is 
really a vacation, but training here is 
quite a different matter. It is a mighty 

I serious business. It may not be Ions 
before I ean tell you about it, as we 

i are sure giving the Boche all and more 

1 than be expected. 

I Up to my joining this regt. I was 
I a part of a casual company. That was 
when I acted the part of top kiek. Two 
i weeks before we left the states, and 
about one mouth here, I acted in that 
enpacity. A casual company consists 
of men that are fit to be placed in 
J regular companies to take the place 
of vacancies or casualties in the dif- 
I ferent regts. now at the front. After 
! we landed here we went in a body to 
| a rest camp and was there a week. 

From there we went to another curup 
I where we lingered for more than two 
I weeks. At the last point we were 
still intact, but under observation of 
officers to weed out the men lwst fitted 
for the big tests. At this last eauip 
it was the stiffest place in the country 
for training. If West Point has any- 
thing on it for militarism, I never 
want to go there. It was still from 
early morning to evening. When a 
day was -over a man sought his bunk 
for recreation. It was from this point 
that I was shipped to my present siir 
roundings. I have not been in any bat- 
tles, but hope to be soon, very soon 
Xow that I am here I might just as 
wll get in everything.

liell Young, first reader of the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, says: 

"Those who look beyond matter for 
the cause and cure of disease see that 
the great need of the hour is pure 
Christianity, and yet at the very time 
when the gospel of Christ in all its 
practical strength and helpfulness is 
most needed, it is proposed to close 
the churches. . 

"Among the clergymen whose opin- 
ions have been sought, to say nothing 
of thousands who have not been con- 
sulted, are consecrated men who have 
devoted their whole lives to the Chris- 
tian religion as they understand it.

My .dear Mr. Carbone: 

I have written Miss Grimm of my 
movements up to the time I left the 
Engineer training camp to my arrival 
as a" private in the 3t4th Regt. As 
I know you are interested in my move- 
ments I shall endeavor to go *>n from 

I was placed in a squad of experi 
enced men in D company. We were 
situated 70 miles from the front, 
this point we went through extensive 
training in combat drill, gas, trenches, 
dugouts, barb wire, entanglements, etc. 
We are combat engineers and liable to 
fight at any time. I nu'ght stute here, 
that all our work on the line is at 
night, but that does not stop us from 
lighting in case of attack. We do not 
attack, that is up to the infantry. 

Our drill came to an end after two 
weeks and orders were given to pack. 
We were on our way to the front. The 
journey to the front was made 
trucks. Imagine twenty-two men with 
full equipment traveling in a three- 
ton tiytck. There was a line of tracks 
as far as the eye could see. The road* 
of France are very good, as you wel 
know, so we had no trouble from th< 
start to finish. We arrived at a point 
about fifteen miles behind the lines. 

Xow comes a new phase of army 
life. Instead of going to a barrack, 
my home was in a billet. A billet is 
the loft of some Frenchman's bai 
The company is split so that anywln 
from two to forty men can bunk in 
these billets, according to their size. 
The sleeping is done on hay spread 
over the floor. 

The following night we left for the 
front; no more day traveling. It 
too dangerous. With packs on our 
backs, (about sixty pounds) we hiked 
through the night and landed in the 
early morning obout two miles from 
the German front line. Here is where 
my ducking commenced. I waa re 
Iicved when we arrived at our dugout 
It is safe from shells and bombs, 
just eannot explain my feelings c

I have been 
through it and hope to continue doing 
my little bit to help beat the miser- 
able cur. It won't be long before I 
co up the line again, and I wish then 
to use my gun along with my pick 
and shovel. We have them on the run. 
Hell, Heaven or home by Xmas is now 
our slogan. 

I believe that is all I can say or 
think or at the present writing. If 
there is anythi ng you would like to 
know about our life in the trenches I 
would be glad to let you know. 

Xow for store news. Hac you been 
affected by the work or fight law set 
down by the government? Has Rup- 
pert set up bis Xew York display, and 
how goes it! Is business good! In 
fact, I would like to know how things 
are in general. Xo matter where I 
am, news from Carbone's is what I 
crae for. 

Let us get to a peaceful part of 
France. Isn't it beautiful, so well kept. 

The shortage of lumber is noted by 
the prominence of stone. All bouses 
seem ' to be built to withstand the 
weather to tlie end. The red-tile roof 
— it forms 60 beautiful * picture sur- 
rounded by trees and green that shows 
the care of the human. Xo wonder 
these French lads arc fighting so ltard 
and will. Who wouldn't for such a 
place. I hove seen chateau* and church- 
es dating back hundreds of years. Very 
sorry to say I have also seen little 
towns destroyed bv shell fire. 

It is getting quite dark and light

RARE COIN GIVEN TO MUSEUM 



New York Institution Has Confederate 
Half Dollar, Only Four of Which 
Were Made. 

The museum of the N\imlsma tic 'so- 
ciety In New. York has received a gift 
of probably Its rarest coin. This la 
the famous Confederate half-dollar, of 
which but four were made, and two 
only are known to exist. 

Id the early days of the Civil war 
the Confederates, when they took New 
Orleans, seized all government prop- 
erly, which Included the United States 
mint. What coins there were on hand, 
of course, were used. The silver bul- 
lion was also minted Into United States 
coins with the dies then there. The 
Question then came up of a distinc- 
tive coinage for the Confederacy. A 
die was made for the reverse of the 
60-cent piece, showing a Confederate 
shield and the legend, ."Confederate 
States of America." The obverse side 
of the old United States half-dollar, 
showing a seated figure of Liberty sur- 
rounded by 13 stars, dated 1881, was 
to bo u se d In conjunction with the aew 

am. 

Four pieces only were struck, prob- 
ably to submit to the high officials la 
Richmond. No more pieces were eve* 
struck, as the supply of bullion had 
run out, and during the life of tha 
Confederacy no sutllclcnt amount of 
bullion was ever obtained to strike 
any silver coins.

Freighter Develops Engine Trouble 
and Falls Behind Convoy — Sub- 
marine Bobs Up and Begins 
Hurling Shells. 

By FRA2IER HUNT 

(In the Chicago Tribune.) 

An American Naval Base In France. 
—A lad from the U. S. S. Destroyer 
652 had Just finished narrating how 
close they had come to getting a sub- 
marine on the last trip when they had 
brought In a big convoy of troopers. 

"Some boat she Is," he remarked 
offhand. "We did seven thousand 
knots last month and In three sub 
fights. Say, what was those funny 
steel drums you had piled on the deck 
of your old cargo ship when you come 
In' yesterday?" 

A lad from the Atlantic freight ferry 
boot turned to the destroyer gob. 

"Those steel drums you asked about 
didn't have nothing at all In them ex-, 
cept about a million gallons of the 
most dangerous poison gas ever made. 
Can you Imagine what would happen 
If a torpedo or even a shell had hit 
one of those tanks?" 

This ship, which we shall call the 
Terrance, left New York as part of a 
convoy of 15 stores ships. 

Cargo of Death. 

On this trip It was carrying several 
thousand steel drums of poison gns 
that the army needed badly. It was 
a dangerous cargo. Any explosion on 
board would tear open these drums of 
concentrated gns and In ten seconds 
choke the crew to death. The only 
hope would be to use respirators, so 
a hundred gas masks were borrowed 
from the array and the executive offi- 
cer of the ship called all hands for In- 
structions three times a day. 

The first ten days of the trip were 
uneventful. Then the Terrance's en- 
gines began acting badly. It could not 
make the required ten knots nnd slow- 
ly It fell behind. There were not suffi- 
cient convoying destroyers to have one . 
remain behind, so all that stood be- 
tween the Terrance's drums of death ■ 
and a German submarine was the fore . 
and nft guus. 

Finally, at six o'clock one evening, 
the gns mask drill Just had ended 
when the lookout In the crow's nest 
shouted down that a submarine was 
coming to the surface on the port side, 
some 9.000 yards astern. And here wa.« 
the Terrance with crippled engines 
hobbling along six or seven knots nn 
hour, with the convoy 20 miles ahead. 

"Open fire with the stern gun. Cnll 
general quarters. Send S. O. S. to the 
convoy. Send word to the chief en- 
gineer," were four orders the skipper 
on the bridge gave first 

Through his binoculars he could see 
Uie submarine coming to the surface. 
Even now the Terrance's stern gun 
whs peppering nway shots, but falling 
short of the mark by 1,-500 ynrds. 

In hnlf a minute more the subma- 
rine's conning tower opened nnd men 



crawled out and uncovered the subma- 
rine's two guns. In another minute the 
first shell came whining toward the 
Terrance. It. too, fell away short 
Call for Help. 

In the radio room the operator was 
pounding out the call for help, and 
now came the answer that the destroy- 
ers were comng to aid. Down below 
the whole engine force was working 
madly. Suddenly a miracle happened 
and the starboard engines began sup- 1 
plying power to the propeller. From ' 
a bare seven knots the ship Jumped 
to ten — then eleven, twelve. 

Meautlme on the bridge the officers 
with gas masks strapped at alert po- 
sition were getting the thrill of their 
whole life as the old boat picked up 
speed. Sub shells now were falling 
within 300 yards of the ship. 

With the Terrance's new speed the 
sub gained slowly, but the skipper 
and officers knew Its guns would out- 
range their own and soon find a mark. 
It was a great race with life or death 
for the goal.

Washington.— The remarkable suc- 
cess of the American chemists and 
chemlcnl manufacturers !u developing 
the dyestuffs Industry, when the sup- 
plies of dyes from Germany were cut 
off. Is strikingly shown In a report 
Just Issued by tbe United States tariff 
commission entitled, "Census of Dyes 
and Coal-Tar Chemicals. 1917." 

At the outbreak of the European 
war, Germany domlnnted the world's 
trade In dyes and drugs derived from 
coal-tar. Before the wur, seven Amer- 
ican firms manufactured dyes' from 
Imported Germau materials. In 1917, 
190 Atnerlcnu concerns were engaged 
In the manufacture of dyes, drugs and 
other chemicals derived from t?oal-tar, 
and of this number, 81 firms produced 
coal-tar dyes from American materials 
which were approximately eqnlvalt-nt 
In total weight to the annual Imports 
before the war. The total output of 
the 190 firms, exclusive of those en- 
gaged In the manufacture of explo- 
sives and synthetic resins, wns over 
54,000,000 pounds with a vnlue of 
about $69,000,000. 

Large n mounts of the staple dyes 
for which there Is a great demand are 
now being manufactured In the United 
States. A few of the Important dyes, Ohio 
such ns the vat dyes derived from aliz- 
arin, anthracene, and cnrbazol, are 
still not made. The needs of the wool 
Industry are being more satisfactorily 
met than the needs of the cotton In- 
dustry.

There hnd been day after 
day of rain during the retreat, and It 
was believed possible thnt In the with- 
drawal the Germans had not been able 
to take the usual precautions against 
dampness, the result being that innuy 
projectiles from Some of the big gims 
failed to do anything more than strike 
the earth with a thud. 

One officer snggestcd thnt possibly 
the Germans hnd been firing old shells 
rather than no shells nt nil, tbe offi- 
cers realizing that only a few of them 
were exploding, but preferring to keep 
the big guns pounding nway merely In 
nn effort to Keep up the morale of the 
men putting up the renr-guard fight.

Is generally from 2 to 0 per cent.

TIME FOR MAKING REPAIRS 



Should Be Opened for Owner's Inspec- 
tion and All Separators Removed 
— Relnsulatlon May Bo All 
That Is Needed. 

•Despite the educational campaign 
carried on by battery manufacturers, a 
great majority of motorists still con- 
tinue to treat their starting battery as 
a mystery, and the same question is 
occurring day after day. When should 
a battery be repaired and when should 
It be thrown away? 

The answer to this Is, "Put yonrseif 
In the hands of an expert and at the 
some time bear the following points In 
mind." says F. T. Kaias, manager of 
a battery depot in Washington. 

"Have your battery opened for your 
own Inspection, and all separators re- 
moved, so that the entire surface of 
the individual plates may be readily 
Been. 

Expense of Reinstating. 

"If the examination shows that the 
positive plates (a chocolate brown In 
color) and the negative plates (slate 
gray) are mechanically Intact It Is sim- 
ply a case of reinstating the plates 
with separators, and this can be done 
at an average expense of approximate- 
ly one-sixth the cost of a new battery. 
In 6orae makes of batteries a very 
thin -wood separator or Insulating ma- 
terial Is nsed, and. Judging from care- 
fully kept records, extending over a 
period of one year, these very thin 
separators break down In approxi- 
mately eight months' time, whereas 
the thicker type of separators last 
twice as long. 

"If the positive plates are severely 
warped or show excessive loss of ma- 
terial, a new set of positive plates and 
new separators are necessary. The 
cost of this repair Is approximately CO 
per cent of the cost of a new battery, 
and such repairs wonld give a battery 
life about equal to the life obtained 
from the first set of positive plates. 
In many cases the life Is longer, as 
the owner of a new car usually abuses 
the car and the battery In the early 
part of Its life. Repair or renewal of 
positive plates Is perfectly safe, as the 
negative plates ore almost equal In life 
to two sets of positive plates. 
Purchase New Bsttery. 

"If the examtnaUon shows that the 
negative plates are excessively worn 
In addition to the positive plates It Is 
then advisable to purchase a new bat- 
tery, as the cost of repairs In a case 
of this kind la excessive by compari- 
son. 

"There may be some slight varia- 
tions from the above principles, but 
they are exceedingly few and rnro. 

"Don't get your knowledge from the 
outside of the battery box — obtain a 
complete Idea of tho inside, learn 
what the parts are for and why. It 
only tnkes a few minutes aad it will 
save more dollars."

Average Motorist Is Learning That 
There Are Two Kinds of Highways 
—One Is Main Road Utilized 
Mostly by Speeders. 

There are at least two distinctive 
classes of motor-car drivers. One In- 
cludes those who desire to get from a 
given point to another given point in 
the shortest possible time. The other 
enjoys motoring because the automo- 
bile gives pne a chance to see the 
beauties of nature, to seek out qnlet 
and primitive spots, and to view the 
country at Its be6t. There Is a sharp 
line between the two. Most of the 
casualty lists are made up of mem- 
bers of the first Accidents to the driv- 
er who Is In no particular hurry are 
more Infrequent. 

A man who has driven a car for sev- 
eral years says that one can tell the 
speed of a car without a device that 
registers the number of miles an hour. 
When the car Is going 20 to 25 miles-] 
an hour there Is plenty of conversa- 
tion on the back scat. The occupants 
point out things of interest and com- I 
ment thereon. When the speed gets I 
np to 35 or 40 miles an hour there Is 
less talking, and when a higher mark j 
Is attained there Is dead silence. Ev- 
erybody In the car has Ms eyes glued 
on ■ the road ahead, and is hopeful that 
nothing will happen. There is no time 
and no inclination to talk, even If the 
rush of air would permit It 

Happily, the average motorist does 
not drive at an excessive speed, and 
It Is the average motorist who Is learn- 
ing that there are two kinds of high- 
ways. One kind Is the main road be- 
tween cities, much utilized by speed- 
ers — the drivers who watch the 
speedometer and who brag on what 
they have been able to "get out of 
her." 

The other kind of driver Is learning 
that there usually Is a back road. At 
this season of the year many of these 
back roads are In better condition than 
the main highways. They are smooth- 
er and there Is less dust Little traf- 
fic Is met, and the surrounding coun- 
try, as a rule, Is prettier and more pas- 
toral. The man who seeks out these 
back roads may have to drive a few 
miles farther than If he had kept, to 
the main traveled ways, but the quiet 
and beauty of the scene more than pay 
for the extra gasoline.

List of Technical Names Taken From 
the Program of the Canadian 
Good Roads Congress. 

With the progress of road building 
there has come into use a number of 
terms more or less technical, but 
which should be well known. The fol- 
lowing list Is from the program of the 
Canadian Good Roads congress : 

Aggregate.— The mineral material, 
such as sand, gravel, shells, slag, or 
broken stone, or combinations thereof, 
with which the cement or the bitumin- 
ous material is mixed to form a mor- 
t«v qn^racrote. Fine aggregate may 
be considered as the mineral inert ma- 
terial which will pass a one-fourth- 
inch screen, and coarse aggregate the 
material which' will not pass a one- 
fourth-inch screen. 

Binder.— (1) A foreign or fine mate- 
rial introduced into the mineral por- 
tion of the wearing surface for the 
purpose of assisting the road material 
to retain Its integrity under stress, as 
well as, perhaps, to aid in Its first 
construction. (2) The course. In a 
sheet asphalt pavement, freqnently 
used between the concrete foundation 
and the sheet asphalt mixture of 
graded sand and asphalt cement. 

Bond,— The combined action of In- 
ertia, friction, and of the forces of 
adhesion and cohesion which helps the 
separate particles, composing a crust 
or pavement to resist separation under 
stress. Mechanical bond is the bond 
produced almost wholly in a well-built 
broken-stone macadam road, by the 
Interlocking of angular fragments of 
stone and the subsequent filling of tlio 
remaining interstices with the finer 
particles. 

Wotcr-Bound.— Bonded with tbe aid 
of water. 

Cement— An adhesive substance 
used for uniting particles of other ma- 
terials to each other. Ordlnnrily ap- 
plied only to calcined "cement rock." 
or to artificially prepared calcined 
and ground mixtures of limestone and 
slllclous materials. Sometimes used to 
designate bituminous binder used in 
bituminous pavements, when the ex- 
pression "bituminous cement" (q. v.) 
Is uadersiood to be meant. 

Cement Concrete. — An Intimate mlx- 
turo of gravel, shell, slag or broken 
stoae particles with certain propor- 
tions of sand or similar material, ce- 
ment and wnter, mado previous to 
placing. 

Course. — One or more layers of road 
material spread nnd compneted sepa- 
rately for the formation of tho road or 
paveroeat. Courses are usunlly re- 
furred to in tho order of their lnylng, 
as flr«t course, second course, third 
course, etc. Also a slnglo row of 
blocks la a pavement 

Crown.— Tho rlso In cross-section 
from the lowest to tbe highest part of 
tlio finished roadwny. It may be ex- 
pressed either ns bo mnny Inches (or 
tenths of a foot), or as n rate per foot 
of distance from sldo to center, that 
Is, "tho crown Is four Inches," or "the 
crown Is one-lmlf inch to the foot."

Dear "Aunt Betty": 

No doubt you will be surprised to 
hear from me, but as this is the "age 
of surprises," it is perfectly in order. 
Ne e'est pas I 

I had a wonderful trip coiuing across 
and sure did enjoy every minute of it, 
and as the transport wns manned most- 
ly by Boston boys, I fitted iu very 
uicely. One of the crew was an old 
friend of mine, and is a well-known 
young man around Allerton, being none 
"other tha "P. J." McGary, the noted 
tish salesman, connected iu past years 

itli the Allerton Fish Mnrkct. 

"P. J." wns one of the cooks aboard 
the transport, and so I immediately be- 
came almost an attachment to the gal- 
ley. Needless to say, I was well sup- 
plied with "chow," living on tenderloin 
steak, pork chops, and many other kinds 
oi plcbeuiu food stuffs as it were. 

The trip for the llrst four days was 
very uneventful, but at iuidnig.il on the 
tifth day out, we had all the excitement 
that we wanted. What -the said ex- 
citement wns I can't say now, but it 
will all come out "apre la guerre." 

I was transferred again the 14th of 
August and am now holding down a po- 
rtion almost as soft as some that the 
A.ould be big politicians" of Hull do. 

I am now "Top Kick" of the Divi- 
sional Mobile Laboratory and will do 
the bacteriological work for the Divi- 
sion. My 'Buddie," is in the same out- 
fit and is to do the chemical analysis, 
etc. that is required in modern war- 
fare. 

At present we are attending a school 
in one of the large French cities, and 
aside from learning a whole lot, we 
sure are getting all the enjoyment out 1 
of life that is possible in this country, 
which, by the way, isn't much, judging 
things from tin American stuni^qj*^ f 

Judging from that same staudpoinl 
this whole country is at least fifty 
years behind the good old U. S. A. 

We are all becoming accustomed to ( 
the customs, dress, etc., of tltt 
"Frogs," as we call them, and are get- 
ting so that we can murder French 
without even the sallcst bit of a 
"twinge** in our respective minds. 

It must be funny to the Frenchmen 
to hear us knock their language all 
over the .landscape, but if we can stand 
it I guess they'll have to. 

However, we didn't come over here | 
to learn French, but to exterminate the 
Boche, which the boys of the Army are 
doing every day. 

Just now the motto of every Amex 
is "The Rhine by Christiuaj, or oust,'* 
and after that it will be "Berlin, or 
Bust." 

However, "Aunt Betty." my main rea- 
son for writing you was to tell you how 
much I enjoyed a copy of the East 
Wind that I received recently. I'll 
frankly admit that I never paid much 
attention to the Euet Wind when I was 
at home, but in this ease, I rend every 
word in the whole paper, even the ad- 
vertisements.

By the side of my dear fricud, Julia 
Ward Howe, I was privileged early in 
life to watch the sewing which brolight j 
to the world the splendid harvest 
which you are about to garner. That 
you may may know how intensely my 
being was impelled to the work of you 
brave and tireless women years ago 
when doubt hung low over your plant- 
ing. I will quote one of my word 
bits: « 

"1 never talk on things 1 know noth- 
ing about. It is bad form and might 
bedevil other ignoramuses. 1 know 
nothing of the dwellers on % Mars and 
nnti-suliragettcs, so excuse me. But I 
do know about suffrage and the women 
crusnders who are deoting their livo* 
to the noble work. 

There are a billion rensons why 
women should have equal voice with 
men, but buzz britin and blister tongue 
is uncaging them all when the first two 
on the perch will suffice. 

Every man of sun, moon and stars 
experience know that women arc bet- 
ter than men, more honest, more brave, 
more generous, more unselfish, more 
fair, more square, more moral and as 
intelligent. I have had a vast experi- 
ence with both sexes and the one 
thing I am surer of than any other 
is that woman is better than man. But

Patriots working for their country 
in localities far removed from those 
centers which are in active contact 
with the war are to have the war 
brought to them, as It were ,by means 
of two exhibition trains to be sent out 
aiout Oct 1 by tho Publicity Commit- 
tee of the Liberty Loan Committee of 
New England. 

The trains will carry exhibits ol 
war material now bolng shipped from 
the battlefields of Europe by Gen. 
Pershing and the allied governments, 
and soldiers who have seen service 
In the trenches or sailors who have 
been active on the seas. 

The purpose of tho trains Is to 
place these loyal citizens of thp re- 
moter districts In more direct touch 
with the battle line to which so many 
of them have sent sons, husbands, 
brothers, and to aid in the campaign 
for the Fighting Fourth Liberty Loan 
which begins Sept 28 and closes Oct. 
la. 

The two trains, starting at the 
same time, are to traverse New Eng- 
land. The schedule of dates for the 
various towns where they will stop 
will be announced later. This is un- 
der the direction of the state chair- 
men of the Liberty Loan who are 
now preparing It with the local rep- 
resentatives and the railroads. Each 
train wlll consist of two flat cars, one 
box car and one tourist sleeper. The 
flat cars wlll be mounted with guns, 
bombs, shells, parts of airplanes and 
other materials of warfare on land 
and sea and In the air, Including cap- 
tured war material. Among the lat- 
ter are finishing club.s taken from the 
Austrians who used them to "finish'* 
the allied wounded who came within 
their reach. 

Uniforms, official photographs and 
auch other things as cannot well be 
exposed to the weather will be exhib- 
ited in the box car 

The approach of the train to its 
stopping place is to be announced by 
the ringing of bells and the blowing of 
whistles followed by the firing of 
bombs or trench mortars. Each 
community will be asked to declare 
a holiday on the. day of the exhibit 
or for at least so long as the train 
Is In the town that every one may 
have an opportunity to hear the word 
direct from Over There and to see with 
his own eyes the Implements that are 
being used by the soldiers of all na- 
tions In this greatest of all wars. 

The train will probably be wel- 
comed, as It properly should, by local 
committees and the exercises wtll b* 
opened with prayer, for does not the I 
train specifically represent a holiness 
of purpose and of sacrifice that la 
measured only by the vastness of the 
war Itself? The town officials, the 
Old Guard and Boy Scouts are ex- 
pected to be in attendance and the 
school children, it is hoped, will be 
out In full force. 

There will be speeches, of course, 
demonstrations of equipment by vet- 
eran soldiers and brief talks by them 
to tell of their personal experiences 
on the battlefields. Opportunity wllf 
be given to those who wish to buy 
bonds and after the train has left the 
local committees wlll see to It that 
those who wish to subscribe more 
may do so. 

Although the Idea for these trains 
originated In New England last win- 
ter and trains similar to these were 
sent through the South and West in 
the spring, none were sent to this 
part of the country owing to the con- 
gestion of railroad traffic here. Wher- 
ever the trains did go they met with 
enthusiasm. Farmers brought their 
families 15 and 20 miles to see the 
train and tn the mountainous sections 
people journeyed on foot many^ miles 
to see the story of the war as told 
by the great relics exhibition.

On the side of the room where the 
light is best, are empty pnekiag boxes, 
which serve as chairs, where the boys 
sit, while they eat their cakes of 
chocolate, and read the latest news 
from home. Upstairs is a little room, 
dim of light, but austerely clean, 
where the men gather for Sunday 
services — when there's a preacher to 
be had — and for whatever entertain- 
ment Tom Barber has been able to 
get for them. It's a part of his Job 
to keep the soldiers entertained, he 
thinks. 

"Delivers the Goods." 
Tom Barher has a striker, Joe, by 
name, a big upstanding chap, a fine 
specimen of the draft army, from New 
York. Sometimes Joe is the whole 
show in the canteen. For every few 
days Tom Barber takes his musette 
(that's French for haversack) and a 
stout canvas bag, fills both with choco- 
late, cigarettes, biscuits, soap, smok- 
ing tobacco, and a bundle of papers 
from Paris, and sets off for the 
trenches. 

He walks across fields, through the

Paris.— Tom Barber says he Isn't 
doing anything but holding down his 
Job. He was a salesman for twenty 
years, back in Utlca, N. Y., before he 
went into this war game, and he al- 
ways "delivered the goods." That's 
what he's doing now. 

He "delivers the goods" under a 
Y. M. C. A. sign that Is dented and 
pierced by shrapnel. Sometimes he 
"delivers the goods" by carrying his 
stock up and down the -crooked line 
of the trenches, themselves. The 
shells may whistle over his head, but 
Tom Barber is perfectly matter-of-fact, 
as he doles out sweet chocolate, and 
Paris papers, and friendly grins to 
the men who are so glad to see him. 
He's just holding down his job. 

The Y. M. C. A. hut that Is his Job 
Is right up near the line of action. 
The soldiers In It wear their gas 
masks always at alert. Gas alarms 
are frequent, and shells explode night- 
ly in the ruins of the village. Within 
an hour's walk are the trenches that 
stretch across France. 

There are many graves, both French 
and German, along the road that leads 
to the hut. Some of the crosses are 
already gray and weather-beaten. By 
day you may not pass along the road, 
for the enemy might see, and then 
there would only be another grave to 
dig. 

Village in Ruins. 

For four years the village has been 
In ruins, only one family remaining 
of Its former population. The church 
6plre, once a landmark for miles, fell 
long ago, and the rain pours In upon 
the altar.

But where they have the advantage 
over the modern circuses is that they 
supply their own transportation. Three 
huge motortrucks are the keystone of 
the outfit. One is used as a sterilizing 
machine and electric light plant An- 
other carries an emergency light plant 
and central system for supplying steam 
heat In the operating tents. The third 
serves as a laundry and surglcul In- 
struments carriage. 

The tents, cots, bed clothing and oth- 
er equipment are stowed In three or 
four trucks which are requisitioned 
from the transportation department of 
the army. 

Like a regular cirens, this mobile 
hospital organization back of the lines 
In France operates when the order 
comes to move. The patients are evac- 
uated first by ambulance. Then the 
tents are struck and packed. Each 
member of tho hospital staff has a spe- 
cified duty to perform. 

The personnel, nurses, army sur- 
goons nnd orderlies nre the last to 
leave the ground, riding In ambulances 
and trucks.

— Accurate 
machine-gun flro is the chief require- 
ment of the successful combnt avia- 
tor, allied aviation pxperts nuree. For- 
tunately for the allies, that is one de- 
partment in which tiieir aviators ex- 
cel. 

It Is interesting to note tho progress 
mnde in the weapons used by aviators. 
At the opening of hostilities airplanes 
were used mainly for observation 
work. Their pilots were armed gener- 
ally with enrhines, nnd sometimes only 
with a revfiiver.

But tiicnu newer nnd more deadly 



weapons are useless unless properly 
aimed, and this is no small task, as 
the pilot must nim not his gnn, but 
his whole machine. Be must use his 
airplane as a gun mount. H 1 R ens y 
to conjure some of the pilot's difficul- 
ties when tlie gun mount Is maneuver- 
ing and traveling twice as fast as any 
express train, while Its target is in 
similar action. 

Nor is that all the difference be- 
tween aerial and ground gunnery. On 
the ground ammunition is prarticnMy 
unlimited. In an airplane every ounce 
of weight counts, nnd ammunition is 
therefore strictly limited. The great- 
er, consequently, Is the need for ac- 
curacy In shooting. 

It Is important that no ammunition 
simil he carried which is not absolute- 
ly reliable, and nil Is selected and 
tested. Guns are rigorously inspected, 
for a jam at a critienl moment might 
prove fatal. In training, on tho other 
hand, ammunition is carefully select- 
ed for its badness, tho object being,- by 



means of frequent gun j;ims to mnko 
the clearing of n stoppage automatical- 
ly simple to the pilot.
